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Creature Feature... 

Close Encounter with weird "blob ’ 


According to The STAR for Jan 24, 
1978, a man who lives near West 
Point, New York claims to have had a 
‘dose encounter of the tetrifying kind\ 
and links tt to the mysterious 
'skyquakes * which have occurred from 
Connecticut to South Carolina. 

The sky quakes, which have been 
estmated to have the force of up to 
100 tons of dynamite, have puzzled 
scientists, who have contradictory ex¬ 
planations for their origin, 

Joe Guisti, however, feels that they 
are somehow related to two telepathic 
objects he met in the yard of his Lake 
Mohegan home. Both appeared as 
blobs in the darkness, but one was 
huge, very broad and about 10 feet tall. 

When Guisti was awakened at3:55 
a,m. on Dec. 20, he went outside to in¬ 
vestigate. Suddenly, his flashlight went 
out, and when he turned around* the 
two things were standing about six feet 
from him. 

As he dashed for the house, there 
was a bine flash like that of electricity. 

He says he was outside for less than 
a minute, but when he got into the 
house the bedroom clock said 4:20. 

The next morning, Guisti found two 
sets of weird footprints, one set round 
and about 12 inches across, the other 
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like three ovals joined together, and 
about two feet long. 

But Guisti, who does not smoke or 
drink, is convinces that the two objects 
are linked to the mysterious booms. 

He woke up that night with a lot of 
questions in his mind which he couldn't 
answer, so he wrote them down. The 
he realized that during the 24 minute 
gap She night before, he might have 
Communicated with the ‘things 1 . 

One of the questions was whether he 
knew the significance of Dec. 2 and 
Dec. 15. He didn't, but later his wife 
discovered that there weie skyquakes 
on both those dates. 

He also daims that the creatures 
communicated the information to him 
that they were leaving from *a place of* 
fshore”. He didn’t know what to think, 
and that he was going mad. 

A more conventional explanation for 
the booms was offered by Dr. Thomas 
Gold, director of the Radio Physics and 
Space Reseaich Center at Cornell 
University. He said bubbles of methate 
mixed with hydrogen, escaping from rif¬ 
ts in the seabed were rising into the 
atmosphere and being ignited by elec¬ 
tricity.

Government puzzled 
by *skyquakes\ say 
officials 

In a report carried locally by the At¬ 
tleborough Sun Chronicle and other 
newspapers, we were Informed of a 
series of puzzling high-altitude ex¬ 
plosions accompanied by bright flashes 
of light, off the Cape May, New Jersey 
coast, eaiy in December, 1977, 

Now the ‘Feds' admit theyVe as puz¬ 
zled as the rest of us. 

Many Federal agencies, including 
NASA, DePL of Defense and Dept, of 
the Interior have been asked what they 
have been up to, and if any of their 
projects could in ariy way account for 
the unknown explosions. All denied 
that any of them were involved. 

The U.S* Geological Survey, as an 
example, admitted that they had used 
explosives in the past in geological 
testing of the continental shelf, but that 
this testing is now carried out by otl er 
means. 

The Pentagon queried all branches of 
defense under its control, also, and 
none of these could (or would) offer on 
explanation, according to Pentagonian 
officials. 

A spokesman from the office of Sen. 
Harrison Williams, D—N.J., said that 
the administration has ordered an in¬ 
vestigation. 

(Ed, note - As this was being 
prepared for the NEWSLETTER, 
one explanation!?) heard over the 
radio was that since the area off 
Cape May is used for deep-sea gar¬ 
bage disposal perhaps the cause 
was due to large masses of 
methane , from the decomposing 
garbage , rising into the atmosphere 
and exploding - no suggestion of¬ 
fered as to what would trigger the 
actual ignition, however - this 
theory recalls the Ann Arbor , 
Michigan “swamp gas" ffasca of 
several years ago!)

Gigantic explosions — 27 in only 
four years — are baffling top American 
scientists. Since they could not explain 
them, no mention was made of them 
until the scientists were sure that the 
blasts would not affect the earth.

Strange orange glow 
reported from N.H\ 

A peculiar ph snomenon was report- 
ed to NEUFO investigator Ed Fogg re- 
cently, which involved two persons 
with whom he works. On Friday, 
February 24, 1978, Dyanne and her 
brother-in-law Bob were driving in an 
easterly direction on Loon Mtn. Road 
in Lincoln, New Hampshire, Just prior 
to where the road becomes the 
Kankamaugus Highway. Dyanne was 
apparently the first to observe the 
strange sight, which she described as 
being a sharply defined, light orange 
beam of light descending vertically 
downward from what appeared to be a 
cloud over the nearby mountain range. 
The edges of the beam were described 
as being parallel, and there was no ap 
parent glow on the bottom of the 
'cloud' or the mountain top. Both wit*

seen with the naked eye, but can only 
be picked up by instrumentation. 

The explosions were in random and 
different parts of space, and detected 
by satellites circling the earth at about 
62,000 miles. 

The equipment involved was 
designed to detect breaches of the 
Nuclear Test Ban Treaty of 1963. 

The blasts were recorded between 
May, 1969 and July, 1973. 

Tire explosions released as much 
energy as the sun does in several days, 
but in short bursts of high-powered 
gamma and X-rays. Radiation of these 
wavelengths does not penetrate the 
earth's atmosphere. 

Dr. Morrison said that the blasts 
could affect the earth’s weather, and 
possibly were caused by objects falling 
into collapsed stars, causing neutron 
emission, or by unusually large solar 
flares or sunstonns on distant stars.

Meetings were held alternately be¬ 
tween the two states, and included 
such locations as the Seaman's Insti¬ 
tute, In Newport, R.I., Dean Jr. College, 
in Franklin, Mass, Belcourt Castle, in 
Newport, and the Congregational Chur¬ 
ch in Manomet, Mass. 

Guest speakers have included, in ad¬ 
dition to the Group's own members, 
Barney and Betty Hill, August C. 
•Roberts, Ivan T. Sanderson, Rev. Guy 
Cyr, S.M., and George D, Fawcett. 

The early days of the Group were 
times of frequent radio and T.V. ap¬ 
pearances by many of the members, 
especially the officers, periods of fluc¬ 
tuating membership according to the 
‘flaps’ prevelent at the time, and oc¬ 
casional dissention among the troops. 

We all had a lot of fun, thcxi^i, and a 
nucleus of the old-time members have 
managed to hold the organization 
together and make it what it is today — 
a group composed of a good cross sec¬ 
tion of talents and interests, viewpoints 
and outlooks. 

Through the years, we have 
weathered storms of criticism, from 
both the press and the public, regarding 
the subject of UFOs (flying saucers, if 
you must — actually, as Ivan Sander¬ 
son pointed out, UFO is no better, but

going off half-cocked during inteivlews, 
to maintain an acceptable public image. 
It is to be hoped that this will continue 
in the future, and that through our ef¬ 
forts, and that of groups like ours, that 
the subject will gain wider acceptance 
by those most in a position to con¬ 
tribute to a solution of this enigma — 
the scientists — for the answer will not 
come from the government, nor the 
military (God bless it, especially the Air 
Force), but people who have the 
training and background to make some 
real sense out of the whole mess. Then 
maybe the technicians can develop 
something of value from the previous 
group’s findings. 

In the meantime, we, individually and 
as a group, can help by serving as a 
filter center for good, solid reports, and 
Identifying the questionable events as 
such, so that when we have the oppor 
tunity to share our infonnation with 
others, we (and they) will not have our 
files cluttered with material of unknown 
validity.* 

We, ourselves, are in the fortunate 
position of having available to us the 
use of a computer system which will 
enable us to retrieve specific infor¬ 
mation from any and all reports entered 
into it. A sophisticated program is 
already in progress to achieve this 
result, and it is hoped that some pat¬ 
tern will emerge which will give a clue 
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to the solution of our years of in¬ 
vestigation. Currently, we are concen¬ 
trating our efforts on events ocurring 
east of Worcester County, in Massa¬ 
chusetts, but will gladly accept any in¬ 
formation from other areas, to be incor¬ 
porated at a later date. All information 
is potentially valuable, if only to sen/e 
as possible verification of another re¬ 
port. 

The years ahead will, most assured¬ 
ly, be at least as Interesting as the 
years gone by. We hope to see the 
membership increase and still maintain 
the same high level of competence that 
it has in the past. For a hobby, we 
have a damn good thing going for us — 
so let’s KEEP it going! 


The Lakeville-Taunton Sighting Report Continued

Lac i. month ve gave a verbal description of what happened to 
Mr. and Mrs. Burton Cole on Dec 19» 1976. This month we follow 
up with a sketch and irdicate hov, with a few simple ’Deasuremente 
It ie possible to get additional information on what was seen. 

The only assumptions that were made were that that the Coles' 
estimates were relatively accurate and that the object that was 
observed the longset moved very little during the period of 
observation. 

Briefly then, by measuring the distance the Coles traveled 
between their first and second observations on an accurate map 
one is able to get a figure for the base of a solid triargle, 

In this case about 2700 feet, ( this and all subsequent numbers 
refer to accompanying sketch'. Then at observation points 1 and 2 
we were able to approximate angles of elevation and angles to the 
left and right of perpendlculrs to the base line, k'lth these data 
It was possible to roughly calculate the distance and height of the 
object. 

The calculations indicate an object about 89 feet in diameter, 
ata distance along the ground of 1846 feet hovering at an altitude 
of about 1066 feet. 
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A close look at a map of this sighting does call Into question 
what was seen because approximately one mile away In direct line 
with what was eeen lies the Mlddleboro airport which Is equlped 
for night flyng. Only a alight revision In the estimates made of 
elevation In this case would easily put the object over the airport 
and make the evaluation of this as an unknown strongly questionable. 
The author at this point believes the estimates made In this case 
to be accurate but would not rule out the possibility of a mleident- 
lflcation.
